There are plenty of campus jobs 
to provide financial help when par¬ 
ents can’t help; and an increasing 
number of students are entering 
graduate school — and graduate 
students show a higher percentage 
of married students. Finally, be¬ 
cause of teacher shortage, insti¬ 
tutions will be forced to rely more 
and more upon graduate students, 
many of whom are married, to 
help carry the teaching load. 

None of the 12 universities par¬ 
ticipating in the survey indicated | 
they believed they felt an obliga¬ 
tion to furnish family housing fa¬ 
cilities for permanent members of 
the faculty and staff. These 
members should integrate with the 
local community, they felt. 

But more of the institutions, ac¬ 
cording to the survey, were con¬ 
structing family housing for mar¬ 
ried students because existing fa¬ 
cilities of acceptable standards 
were not available to students at 
prices they could afford; and be¬ 
cause private builders could not 
provide adequate new facilities 
matched to students’ means. 

According to available figures, 
there are about seventy-five mar¬ 
ried couples of which one mem¬ 
ber, and sometimes both husband 
and wife, are enrolled at UTMB. 
At present there are 38 apart¬ 
ments available to these married 
students on our campus. Twenty- 
six of these are in the Westview 
Terrace project and the remaining 
12 are in the Grove project. In 
addition to these, approximately 25 
couples have apartment* in town, 
while 10 commute. 

The majority of those students 
involved are satisfied with housing 
conditions, and the University 
feels that there is no urgent need 
for additional facilities here in the, 
immediate future.

A Final Look at Basketball 

With a record of 7 wins and 13 losses, this year’s bas¬ 
ketball squad fell below the marks compiled by the out¬ 
standing teams of the past three seasons. However, the 
fact remains that this was a rebuilding season and from 
that view, the won and lost record is hardly a true index 
of the team and its accomplishments. 

Coach Burdette did not have a single regular from his 
previous great squads and so was forced to start from 
scratch with only two players, Young and Kelley, who had 
seen any practical amount of varsity service. Freshmen 
players, no matter what their native ability, take time to 
get adjusted to the change from high school to college 
ball. Any fair-minded person will admit that these fresh¬ 
men showed much ability and should provide the nucleus 
of a fine team next season. 

Young came into his own this season and played fine 
ball while captaining the team. He was second high scorer 
for the season. Kelley, the other holdover to win a start¬ 
ing berth, also played good ball and finished third in 
scoring. 

The two freshmen to see the greatest amount of action 
were Jones and Rucker, while Vowell, Hart, and Wil- 
haucks, all freshmen, and Gregory, a sophomore not out 
his first year, saw almost equal amounts of action. Jones 
literally rewrote the freshman scoring book, his 381 points 
far topping the previous frosh mark of 248 points by Bob 
Kirk. Jones also set all-time records in free-throws made 
and attempted for both a season and a single game. 

Rucker was the regular center and after starting some¬ 
what slowly came on with a great rush the final month or 
so of the season. Vowel! did not score with Jones or 
Rucker but was probably the top rebounder of the team. 
Hart and Gregory showed great promise as did Wilhaucks. 

This year’s team did not break records right and left 
as had happened in each of the past two seasons. However, 
two new team marks were set and one was tied. The 
121 points against Trenton Independents in the opening 
ganie of the season was a new mark against any team, 
breaking the mark of 109 points set against Trenton the 
previous year. The 54 field goals in this same game broke 
the old mark of 52 also set against Trenton. The 34 free 
throws made in the 92-90 win over Freed-Hardeman tied 
the mark set against Bethel the previous year. 

During the season UT scored 1400 points to 1387 for 
the opposition. This gave the Vols an average of 77.77 
per game to the opponents’ 77.05 points per game. UT 
made 579 field goals, had 527 free throw attempts and 
converted on 343. The all-time highs in these categories 
are 610, 551, and 388. The team’s free-throw percentage 
was 65 percent compared to the all-time mark of 71 
percent.

Physical Fitness 
Conference To
